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React to c-1 57

Club representatives' reac- 
tions to the possibility of being 
investigated under Bill C-157 
varies greatly. Some arc shock- 
ed and angered, others arc 
merely disappointed in the feds' 
plans. Some are totally indif- 
ferent. 

Many interest groups, on and 
off campus, come within the in- 
vestigative powers of the pro- 
posed "civilian" security agen- 
cy. 

Members of Project 
Ploughshares, the disarmament 
and peace-oriented group, ex- 
pressed concern over the pro- 
posed legislation. 

Kim Anderson thought the 
impending measure a 
"threatening bill. The illegal 
operations of the past will 
become legitimate. They (the 
agency) will be able to do as 
they please, and now it will be 
legal." 

Another Ploughshares 
member, Daron Weston, 
speculated that his group is 
"probably not big enough to in- 
vestigate. Larger groups such as 
the Peace Movement or Coali- 
tion for Nuclear Responsability 
will be the real targets." Yet he 
admitted the club's relationship 
with the Vancouver Five might 
jeopardize its immunity from 
the agency's scrutiny. 

At Amnesty International 
(AI), Michel Hardy feared the 
new agency will have "too 
much lee-way without any ac- 
countability." 

Hardy reiterated AI policy 
which only attacks or lobbies 
domestic governments whose 
prisoners are "tortured, have 
no fair trial or suffer substan- 
dard prison conditions." Since 
this is a rare occurence in 
Canada, he would be surprised 
if his group were investigated. 

Tim Banasilc of the Central 
American Action Committee 



once doubted his group was 
under surveillance but recent 
events have modified his views. 
When a package, sent from an ' 
affiliated group in Toronto and 
containing Movement buttons, 
arrived at their office, its box 
had been pulled apart, stapled 
back together, placed in a 
plastic bag and the buttons were 
gone. 

Asked whether he felt his 
group deserved such scrutiny, 
Banasilc replied: "Definitely 
not. Even if (the agency) in- 
filtrated us, they wouldn't find 
much." 

Julian Betts of McGill Stu- 
dent Pugwash doubted his 
organization would be in- 
vestigated since it's a "non- 
political, education group." 

Ycrvant Zorion of the Arme- 
nian Students' Association 
acknowledged "it's quite possi- 
ble we are and will be under 
surveillance. Our association is 
one of the most active in the In- 
ternational Students* Associa- 
tion." Yet most of the society's 
activities are cultural and not 
political, he added. 

Janet Mrenica of the Coali- 
tion for Nuclear Responsability, ' 
an off-campus group, did not 
feel the adoption of Bill C-157 
would result in any increase in 
surveillance. "They already in- 
vestigate all groups just slightly 
left of centre," she said. 

Yet Mrenica was disturbed 
about the unusual lack of ac- 
countability for illegal opera- 
tions. "There will be no longer 
any legal recourse, the Director 
of the Service is the supreme 
power and the Solicitor-General 
just sets guidelines." 

Khatmch Ossciran of the 
Arab Students' Society doesn't 
feel she has anything to fear. 
"We never have any problems 
with the authorities because we 
never do anything illegal. We 
always work within the laws of 
Québec and of Canada." 




Security mum on asssautts

"How many people do you 
have working on security?" 

Andrew Rostaing: "I don't 
think that is any of your 
business." 

Superintendant of Campus 
Services Andrew Rostaing 
would not say how many people 
work on security or which areas 
they patrol. He explained that if 
people with "nasty intentions" 
got hold of the information, 
they could use it to their advan- 
tage. 

' Rostaing does admit that 
security personnel arc not 
specifically trained to assist sex- 
ual assault or rape victims: 
"They are trained to act in a 
rapid, sympathetic way," he 
said. 



Concern over the safety of 
women on campus has increas- 
ed since this summer. The 
recently-formed Senate Sub- 
committee on Safety for 
Women has put up posters in all 
women's toilet stalls advising 
women who are attacked to call 
392-3000, the Campus Security 
number. The posters include no 
other telephone numbers. 

The Subcommittee will also 
send Campus Security 
guidelines on how to help vic- 
tims. 

As well, the committee is 
about to release a map in- 
dicating campus areas which are 
safe, moderately safe (they sug- 
gest women should be escorted) 
and unsafe for women walking 
at night.

moves into 
Motrice

The delayed shift of the In- 
stitute of Islamic Studies to 
Morricc Hall has at last begun. 
Initially slated for last summer, 
the Institute's move from the 
two top floors of the Stephen 
Leacock Building started over 
the Thanksgiving weekend. 

The $2 million renovation tab 
was exclusively paid from 
university funds. The total 
amount came from private 
donations, including a bequest 
from Isabel Morricc, according 
to Secretary-General David 
Bourke. 

Islamic Studies' third move in 
31 years was necessitated by a 
growing student body and 
library. Director of Physical 
Resources and Business Opcra- 
| tions Samuel Kingdon said the 
i larger part of the relocation 
i would be completed between 
? October 8-10. The move will 
I continue this week and the In- 
stitute will be "functional and 
operative" by the 17th. 

Morrice Hall is the golhic- 
looking building immediately to 
the south of Leacock. It has 
alternately served as a 
Presbyterian chapel, a student 
cafeteria and as Drama Depart- 
ment offices over the last cen- 
tury. The building has been va- 
cant the last two years. 

Salwa Ferahian, a veteran of 
the Institute's second move 
from Rcdpath Crescent, 
believes "things will move 
smoothly." 

The Institute's administration 
does not consider its relocation 
to a former Christian place of 
worship contrary to the depart- 
• ment's philosophy. 

Dr. Issa Boullata, the In- 
stitute's Acting Director said, 
"I am proud that the building 
was used for religious studies 
before and continues to be used 
for religious studies. • ' 

"Wilfred Cantwell Smith (the 
first director of the Institute) 
had the vision of bringing 
Muslims and non-Muslims 
together in an academic situa- 
tion in order to study Islam in 
the presence of each other," he 
added. 

Work was . continuing last 
week with much of the century- 
old pine woodwork and stained 
glass windows remaining in 
almost original condition. The 
octagonal-shaped library, ac- 
cording to Administrative 
Assistant Joan Naylor, will be 
an "especially attractive place." 

However, on the much- 
debated polychromie interior of 
the refurbished chapel she quip- 
ped, "I would like it (purple) on 
clothes but not on a ceiling." 



Secret agent demo

Get out your dark glasses and 
trenchcoat this Saturday and 
wear them all day long to pro- 
test Bill C-157 and the creation 
of a Canadian civilian security 
agency. 

' The October 22 disarmament 
committee and support groups 
are organising the demonstra- 
tion on October 15. Protesters 
will meet at Place Jacques Car- 
tier at 14h00 and will be led 
through City Hall, Palais du 
Justice and a police station. 

"It is important for people to 
show their opposition, to show 
that they won't accept the con- 
ditions of a police state," said 
organiser Norman Nawrocki. 

Stewart Istvanffy, a student 
at the Université de Montréal 
and a member of La Ligue des 
Droits et Libertés, is concerned 
that the new bill could lead to 
"a crackdown against peace 
groups and people protesting 
against the cruise. They can ar- 
rest people for what they think 
and what their political actions 
have been." 

The issue extends beyond Bill 
C-157 which is now in second 
reading in the Upper House. 
"The question of national 
security is broad. Who decides 
what it. is and whose interests 
are being served with the whole 
doctrine of national security?" 
said Istvanffy. 
"Nowhere does the bill men- 



tion the word 'democracy.' To 
me, the idea of defending our 
society is defending 
democracy." 

Istvanffy holds that loose 
wording in the national security 
bill opens it to abuse. C-157 is 
vague on what actions abroad 
or in the country constitute a 
threat to Canadian security. It 
forbids disclosure of the identi- 
ty of informers, gives the direc- 
tor of the security service undue 
power, and forces persons ac- 
cused .of "not being right- 
thinking individuals" to prove 
their loyalty to the state. 

Istvanffy, La Ligue and 
McGill Project Ploughshares 
will host a "secret policeman's 
ball" the same evening as the 
demonstration in' the Union 
ballroom. (Spy costumes are 
optional). 

Organisers of the event hope 
to inform those present on the 
national security bill through 
brief speeches, mime, dance, 
and music — a consciousness 
raising event. 

"The idea is to bring people 
together because the whole idea 
of the national security state is 
to isolate people and make them 
afraid that if they talk too much 
it can affect their jobs and their 
careers," said Istvanffy.

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Angels fight internally

The first formal introduction 
of the Guardian Angels to the 
Montréal media September 12th 
featured the unexpected 
resignation of one of its 
members. Stating the group 
lacked good skills in self- 
defense, he suddenly tore off his 
logo-emblazoned jersey and 
walked away. 

The Guardian Angels saga of 
attempting to organise an anti- 
crime patrol group has 
highlighted one problem after 
another, not the least of which 
is its splintering into two oppos- 
ing clans. 

The founder of the Montréal 
Guardian Angels, Jean 
Boisvert, said the city needed "a 
group of concerned citizens who 
will patrol in groups of eight, 
mostly at night, in public places 
where there is a high level of 
crime." 

Jason Watson, who was ex- 
pelled from Boisvert's Angels, 
announced on September 15th 
he was opening up a rival^ group 
of Guardian Angels. 

The split in Boisvert's group 
arose primarily over his decision 
to form a more pacific and 
community-oriented group in- 
dependent of the international 
organization headed by Curtis 
Sliwa of New York. Sliwa's 
chapters operate in 52 Canadian 
and American cities. 

"The Guardian Angels isn't a 
franchise, and Curtis Sliwa 
doesn't own it," emphasised 
Boisvert. 

The Clean Machine 
From the outset, Boisvert has 
tried to establish a group that is 
accepted by the authorities, 
rather than one that provokes 
them as has been the case with 
some of Sliwa's groups 
Boisvert's group has a police 
liasion, Marcel Auger of Station 
32. Auger says the patrols could 
deter street crime. 

Other factors that provoked 
division arose when some 
members objected to what 
Boisvert calls "our clean-cut 
image." According to Watson, 
Boisvert was inflexible regar- 
ding the choice of uniform. 
Watson says Boisvert almost 
threw a temper tantrum over the 



issue and invited any non- 
conformists to leave. 

"Boisvert tries to make peo- 
ple believe relations are fine bet- 
ween himself and Sliwa when 
they are not," said Watson. 
"Sliwa broke off relations with 
Boisvert last March.'*./ 

At a press conference last 
Thursday, Boisvert described 
relations between his group and 
Sliwa's New York chapter as 
having been positive since 
September '82. "In fact, on 
August 12, Sliwa invited me to 
.go to Paris to sensitise Euro- 
peans on the Angels," he said. 
Member Ousted 

The group's division stems 
from an incident which occurcd 
this summer. Boisvert sent Wat- 
son an explanatory letter of 
dismissal August 17. Boisvert's 
first reason was that Watson' 
had registered the Guardian 
Angels under his own name 
without consulting group ad- 
ministration. His other reason 
was Watson's promotion of 
detrimental factionalism within 
the group. 

Watson clearly wanted the 
group to-come under Sliwa's 
leadership, not Boisvert's. 



"Boisvert is trying to exploit 
Canadian-American animosity 
so he can have things his way," 
he said. 

As well, Watson and 12 other 
members who have left 
Boisvert's group feel they were 
poorly trained in the Martial 
Arts. Tony Kinsman, who until 
his recent arrest was Martial 
Arts instructor for the splinter 
group, scoffed at the training 
Boisvert's group underwent and 
said some of them would be 
seriously, injured should a 
dangerous situation be en- 
countered. 

Regarding Kinsman's arrest 
on three counts of sexual assault 
against women, Watson said 
"We're embarrassed, but we 
had no way of knowing 
Klusman had a criminal record. 
It's illegal to run a Criminal 
record check on a person 
without his authorization.. .In 
terms of the Angels, he's been 
very helpful," Watson said , 
citing Klusman's 21 years of 
Martial Arts experience.

WOMEN'S NOTES 



Women organise on Pare Avenue. 
An as yet unnamed, loosely-knit group of women have 
assembled to protest the growing number of pornographic 
cinema and club signs on Pare Avenue. The forty women 
have enlisted the support of Montréal Citizens* Movement 
(MCM) councillors in the area. At the next City Council 
meeting October 17, District 32 councillor Kostas 
Gcorgioulus will present a motion for amending present zon- 
ing laws and ridding the strip of pornographic signs and 
advertising. 

Michel Prcscott MCM councillor for District 30 and 
seconder, of the motion was uncertain whether the proposal 
would be acceptable to the governing Civic Party. But, he 
pointed out, "Pare Avenue is not like Stc. Catherine. There is 
no tradition of pornographic cinema or clubs here." 

The group plans a demonstration this Saturday October 15 
starting at 14h00 at Pare and Laurier and asks interested per- 
sons to attend the City Council meeting at 20h00 at 275 Notre 
Dame East.

Government funded feminism 

The Montreal Feminist Coalition against pornography has 
received a large federal grant through the Rélais Program. 
Member Diana Bronston said the actual amount of funding is 
still unclear — the group will receive either $18,000 or 
$24,000. The coalition plans to open a permanent office 
although a location has not been chosen. 

CEGEP women vs. administration 
The three-week old Vanier Women's group has found itself 
caught in a bureaucratic time-warp. The Board of. Directors 
that controls the CEGEP has excluded discussion of a sexual 
harrassment policy from past agendas. Despite support from 
Women's Studies teachers at both St. Croix and Snowdon 
campuses and unanimous approval from the.Academic Coun- 
cil, the Board will only meet in all-male closed session on the 
issue. It suggests that victims of sexual harrassment seek 
redress from the college's male ombudsperson, said the 
group's organiser Fiona Meyer. 

Women at Vanier Emerge has distributed a survey on sex- 
ual harrassment to students and has also called upon the 
CEGEP administration to install tampon dispensers in 
women's toilets. The group has no permanent office space.

Alix Dobkin, a renowned lesbian and feminist song writer 
and composer for the past 20 years, will lead a con- 
ference/concert on racism and violence in Top 40 music this 
Saturday October 15 at UQAM Salle Marie, 1400 Berri. The 
conference begins at 15hOO and the concert at 20h00. Tickets 
are available at the McGill Women's Union, either as a cheap 
package deal ($9), for the conference ($3), or for the concert 
alone ($8).

If passing through university could be compared to a flowing river, going to 
McGill is something like the famous tourist attraction — the Niagara River. 

Like the Niagara, McGill collects material from a large number of lesser 
sources — CEGEPs, high-schools, students from various countries — and like a 
river it prescribes boundaries and a pace for movement. While students move 
along in the institution, they are encouraged to drop useless courses, focus in 
specific areas, and aim high, until graduation, when suddenly there is no ground 
beneath them, and they disappear from view in a roar of applause. A white mist 
of diplomas, transcripts, and exam papers billows poetically for the tourist 
cameras, then almost instaneously becomes rain falling into the same river at the 
bottom of the falls. 

Little is known about what happens to people after they graduate. The 
statistics kept by McGill faculties are for the small number of students who are 
placed immediately after leaving McGill (i.e. 5 per cent in Education). The re- 
maining graduates become invisible while they are presumably look for work, or 
resurface in the Statistics Canada youth unemployment figures. 

In the last few years, the number of companies recruiting McGill graduates has 
dropped. It used to be that companies came looking for students. That situation 
has turned around, and appropriately, graduates are encouraged to be aggressive 
when looking for a career. 

And students are not much better off finishing university. Despite the prestige 
that still goes along with a university degree, the unemployment rate for 
graduates of Canadian universities has recently been a questionable few percen- 
tage points lower than the national average. 

What statistics don't reveal is the kind of careers the Canadian economy is of- 
fering. McGill's employment centre recommends students should lower their ex- 
pectations if they arc in a hurry to find fulfilling careers. 

The youth unemployment rate for Québec (and for Canada) is an astonishing 
statistic: 55 per cent this summer and approximately 30 per cent now that students 
are enrolled. 

You would never know it. A generation without jobs, media ownership, and 
government power, is totally transparent, except as unemployment and welfare 
statistics or birth certificates. 

This year, according to Marcel Lamoureux, Manager of the Employment Cen- 
tre at McGill, recruiting companies will be looking for "the cream of the crop." 
But when the cream has been skimmed off, most of the graduates are left. 

"Sorry, maybe next year." 

Maybe never. 

In your lifetime, the situation will probably not improve. The federal govern- 
ment predicted widespread youth unemployment well before it happened. When 
the unemployment statistics improved slightly this month, Marc Lalonde's sober 
response was that good news was premature. Yesterday, the government hinted 
that another youth employment program is in the works: According to Employ- 
ment Minister John Roberts the government is considering a "cafeteria" of op- 
tions, including plans to put young people to work "refurbishing historical sites 
and clearing trails and improving roads in national parks. "(It's about time they 
sent me out into the woods). 

By its own admission, the government work projects are temporary solutions 
to a chronic problem. The fact is nobody with the power to restructure the 
economy plans to accommodate the coming generation. 

Companies are becoming more selective. More students are fighting harder to 
get fewer jobs. And a shrinking number are actually succeeding. In the whirlpool 
of unemployment, graduates no longer have to lower their expectations — they 
have to invent new ones. 

While the rejection of youth is a multinational western-world phenomena, 
within our universities there is a heavy atmosphere belying serious concern for the 
future. Compcti veness and carcerism, goal-setting and priorities are the order of 
the day. There is a mass student movement at this university, its called "McGill 
Students for Ourselves". 

The black humour lies in comparing the stress, sacrifices and the quest for 
security, comfort and status to the results — not very much. We aspire to 
unreachable goals, something that sounds nice except when that goal is something 
basic like finding fulfilling, permanent employment. The cruel joke is on the peo- 
ple who are going to sacrifice so much in an ultimately theoretical quest. 

So some people will get what they want. Most however, won't. Why don't 
students organise? Probably because most of us believe we are in the "well, even- 
tually I'll make it" category. That or you believe society has no use for you 
because you really are useless. 

This system is giving very little to youth except a high-class babysitting service 
for a minority (university education), and S146 a month if you're on welfare. 

Even though it's hard to respect democracy, the government and aspiring 
political parties should be made to serve the real interests of this generation. 

The choice we leave ourselves with now is either to tread water or swim hard 
with the current? Sooner or later you're going to graduate.
